Of Laval's Student Editor

oi Laval University at Quebec for expelling Student Editor Normand Lacliarite because of 
an editorial appearing in the university's newspaper, Le Carabin;

In a resolution passed at its 
annual conference here, the 
C.U.P. — a federation of Cana- 
dian university newspapers — 
said Mr. Lâchante 1 was expelled 
"arbitrarily and without a hear- 
ing." It said the action violated 
the principle that Canadian uni- 
versity journalism must be based 
on the freedom of the press to 
best serve the interests of stu- 
dents. 

The resolution was passed 
Wednesday after representatives 
oî Le Carabin gave their version 
of Mr. Lacharité's case. 

The controversy leading up to 
his expulsion began while he was 
at the University of Ottawa dur- 
ing the 1057-58 term. Ho was a 
co-editor of "La Rotonde", a 
French-language student news- 
paper, which in February, 1058, 
published an editorial criticizing 
"paternalism" at the university.

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2000 Acre Estate 
Given University 
At Gault's Death 

McGill University was presented with an estate of 
more than 2,000 acres at Mont St. Hilaire by the recently 
deceased Brigadier A. Hamilton Gault. Brigadier Gault 
made the gift with the request that it be known as 
The Hamilton Gault Donation in Memory of his Father, a 
Former Governor of McGill. 



Mr. A. F. Gault. the father of 
the Brigadier, served McGill Un- 
iversity as a Governor from the 
time of his election on May 26, 
1888, until his death on July 13, 
1903 and was an active supporter 
of the Departments of Botany and 
of Mining and Metallurgy. His 
Will provided a bequest towards 
the endowment of the Faculty of 
Arts and Science. Memory also 
recalls the historic association of 
the McGill University Companies 
with the "Princess Pats" founded 
by Brigadier Gault in 1914 — an 
association recorded in the pages 
of It. C. Fetherstonhaugh's McGill 
at War. 



FORMAL DEED 

In announcing this bequest, 
Principal James said that long 
before his death Brigadier Gault 
had been discussing this donation 
with the University and a formal 
deed of donation, which was not 
executed before his death, was 
drawn up some time ago. 

In one of his earlier letters on 
the subject, Brigadier Gault had 
written "The Mountain of St. 
Hilaire is my most treasured 
possession, and in offering it to 
McGill it is my hope that its 
beauties and amenities may be 
preserved for all time to come 
not only In the Immediate interests 
of the University itself but, through 
its corridors of learning, as a 
great heritage for the benefit and 
enjoyment of the youth of Canada. 

"Such contacts with the peace 
and beauty of nature should be an 
influence toward the hctter and 
selfless citizenship on which the 
future of Canada depends, and it 
is with this thought in mind and in 
the hope that my gift may be to 
the glory of God and to the honour 



of our country, that I offer it for 
the acceptance of McGill."

Marshall as Dow 
Prof, of Physics 

Five McGill professors with a 
combined service of 78 years in 
the departments of history, ceo- 
nomi s, political science, chemis- 
try, : «d physics were given pro- 
motion. 

Dr. J. Stewart Marshall was 
first appointed in 1045 as an 
assistant professor of Physics. 
At the present time he is head 
of the Stormy Weather Research 
Group at McGill University. Dr. 
Marshall was named Professor of 
Physics, the Dow chair which 
has been held by such physicists 
as Dr. John Cox, first chairman 
of the Physics Department; the 
late Lord Rutherford; and Dr. J. 
Stuart Foster, who is now Ruther- 
ford Professor and director of the 
Radiation Lab.

The opinion that "all education is propaganda" lias 
cropped up several times recently. Though it would be inter- 
esting to know why this opinion should appear just now, 
it is more important to consider in what sense it is true, 
and if so how it concerns students. 

AH education certainly has its roots and draws its life, 
from the existing institutions and ideals of society. For 
this reason all education is impregnated with those ideals. 
The West has its own peculiar set of values and our edu- 
cational system reflects these values. 

Any theory of action which is. harmful to those things 
which our society cherishes is certain of meeting reproof 
and reprobation." It may oe stopped by social pressure or, 
in extreme cases, by, force. In our democratic system it is 
the former alternative which is generally used, but it is 
none the less powerful. A radical opinion shrinks no less 
from, teachers, friends, and family than it does from the 
power of the law.' Mèn are 'afraid to think. 

One of the things that education in our society has been 
able to accomplish i9 to give freedom to ; the thinker who 
will dare' not to' fear. Thé student who has the courage to 
challenge social pressure really serves his society best, even 
* though he must bear the punishment for it. . 

He may return again to the accepted code, but by this 
action he makes progress possible and prevents conse- 
quences .more dangerous. The more students are aware of 
the propaganda in education and arm against it, the more 
value will that education have' for them and for the rest 
of society. .

The Intercollegiate basketball 
season opens on Friday night at 
the Sir Arthur Currie- Memorial 
Gymnasium when McGill Red- 
. men meet the Assumption Purple 
Raiders from Windsor. Judging 
from the performances of the 
Raiders in past tessons, they 
should be tough to handle. . 

But Ron Sharpe and his charges 
are not paying too much atten- 
tion to former years. They in- 
tend to make it rough for the 
former Intercollegiate basketball 
champs. 

The Redmen are a new team 
v/ith à new coach this year. Not 
one of last year's starling five is 
back this year and Sharpe is re- 
lying on newcomers to carry the 
load for him. Most promising of 
the rookies is Gary Ulrich, a six 
font one inch forward who learn- 
ed his basketball in American 
high schools and at the YMHA.
